He will re 
turn to Ireland at the end of this 
month for a six-weeks visit before

Most of his time in this country, 
which is the first time he has ever 
seen the U. S., has been spent in 
Boston and New York, The Bishop

A gress, official journal of the 
Catholic Hospital Association, car- 
ried an_article describing a pro- 
ject in which high school students 
were used to take over certain 
hospital duties during the summer 
vacation months. . 

Brother Julian Ford, author of 
the article, tells how his hospital 
employed 18 high school seniors 
and juniors during the summer 
months of 1951. They replaced re- 
gular attendants on vacation. The 
boys, most of them interested in 
medicine as a career, first took a 
brief course of classroom and clini- 
eal instruction. Then they were 
put to work taking temperatures, 
pulse, respiration and performing 
other nursing duties—at full sal- 
ary. Their hours were generally 
from 7 a.m. until 3 p.m. How suc- 
cessful this experiment was, we 
are told in Brother Julian’s own 
words: “It changed our outlook 
about the young people of Amer- 
ica!” 

We are glad to know that Broth- 
ér Julian’s outlook was changed. 
But we are also willing to bet that 
some more outlooks were changed 
in the course of the summer long 
experience, namely those of the 
boys themselves! This is evidenced 
by the fact that the boys—toward 
the end of the summer—asked per- 
mission to show a movie to chron- 
ically ill patients at no cost to the 
hospital or to the patients. Permis- 
sion was granted. The show was a 
success. Later it was learned that 
the boys had levied a collection up- 
on themselves to pay the expenses, 
even though the hospital offered 
to make it up to them.

Lutheran Minister's Tribute 


Arthur Voobus, a Latvian Lutheran minister who suffered 
much during the Hitler-Stalin invasion of his country, has re- 
cently written a book entitled “Communism’s Challenge to 
Christianity,” in which he observes that only the Catholic Church 
has done anything worth while to prevent the Russian conquest 
of the world. He writes (p.63): 

“Many refugees, and I as an evangelical minister among 
them, have found spiritual support and comfort in the thought 
that amid the almost general chaos there is one Church which 
has recognized a monster for wHhht it is, and has not, at the sick- 
bed of suffering mankind, permitted such irresponsible utter- 
ances as those of Lieb, Barth, Johnson, Melish and many others. 

“An objective study which considers the facts and realities 
cannot conceal that the honor of making articulate its respon- 
sibility for mankind in this perilous hour, and the distinction of 
having had the courage to raise its voice against the enemy, be- 
longs to the Roman Catholic Church.

You are aware of the several appeals 
of the Supreme Court during the past year or two to uphold the 
rights of Communists to plot against our government; to teach 
iin the public schools, etc. 

A nation needs unity just as much as the Church does. The 
promoters of national dissension tend to divide the citizenry as 
much as the promoters of religious dissension. A few years ago 
‘the Supreme Court of the United States excommunicated the 
‘Ku Klux Klan, which so often took the law into its own hands 
‘and strove to create a sort of a super-government. 


Church Guided By Christ 


If the Church is the custodian of the interests of God on 
earth, it must apply spiritual penalties to those who are active 
in opposing these interests, such as the excommunication of Com- 
munists. Once Christ has clearly spoken on a subject, the Church, 
as His agent, may not uphold the one who teaches contrariwise. 
Once the Constitution of the United States has spoken, people 
have no right openly to teach contrary doctrine. Every American 
| patriot would regard such teaching as treason. Every good Christ- 
ian must also regard as religious traitor the one who defies the 
clearly accepted teaching of Christ, 

Outside of the definite teaching of the Church there exists 
a vast field for discussion in the realm of science, history, phil- 
osophy and even theology. In the field of theology we often find 
Catholic scholars speaking and writing in a contradictory man- 
ner. They have that “freedom of speech and of the press” in mat- 
ters not definitely decided by the Church’s Supreme Court. 

The same thing is permissible in the field of government 
on the part of scholarly. citizens of the United States. They may 
speak and write and discuss matters not definitely settled by 
ithe Constitution.
